2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The invention of claim 1 is directed to an article consisting essentially of layers A) and 
B), as recited in the claim, wherein the adhesion between the layers is higher than 10 N/mm. 
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Layer A) consists of the recited copolymers of ethylene with CTFE and/or TFE and acrylic and 
layer B) consists on a polyamide having an -NH 2 end group in the range of 40-300 |neq/g, with 
each layer optionally containing the recited additives. 

Abusleme et al. represent the closest prior art. However, Abusleme et al., taken alone or 
in combination with Stoeppelmann and/or Krause et al. do not teach or fairly suggest the article 
as claimed having the claimed degree of adhesion between the recited layers. The reasons for 
allowance of independent claims 6 and 18 have been put forth in a prior Office action.
